HELLMAN NOT INSANE: 
GETS SMALL DAMAGES. 


STANDARD OTD ADMITS LIABID 
ITY, BUT ITS LAWYER DE- 
NOUNCES DECEIT. 


Admitting ability for the accl- 
dent, which, it was claimed on the 
part of Paul Hellman caused a men- 
tal derangement for which he asked 
the Standard Oi] Company to pay 
him $25,776 damages, but denying

The proposed dam across the Arroyo Se 
co, which combines solidity of structure 
with artistic design, will reduce the flood 
flow of this stream to a point which its 
channel will safely carry. It will also cre- 
ate a pond of some 200 acres in extent in 
one of the most beautiful spots in Southern 
Ualifornia. Here in the background stands 
the scarred and broken face of the Sierra 
Madre Range; in the immediate foreground 
lie verdant, chaparral-covered hills, sloping t 
down to the water's edge; while between 
stretches away the rocky, wooded bottom 
of the arroyo. The overflow from the dam 
will make a beautiful waterfall, while from 
the stored water a fine stream may be kept 
running all summer through the arroyo bed. 
It is to be hoped that sometime the plans 
for parking the arroyo from the lake thus 
formed to its junction with the Los Angeles 
River will be carried out, thus giving us a 
fine natural park with boulevards on either 
side of the stream.
